4. For 2017 and 2018, the number of fee waivers “granted by this office and, if available, 
the tracking numbers for the FOIA requests to which the waivers were granted.” 

5. For 2017 and 2018, any report capturing fees estimated and collected for FOIA requests.

The Library of Congress, not the Copyright Office, holds records responsive to 
Categories 1 and 2 (budget materials, staffing reports, and plans). The Library’s final budget and 
staffing requests are publicly available at https://www.loc.uov/about/reports-and- 
buduets/conuressional-buduet-iustifications . The Library is otherwise not subject to FOIA, but 
does have a procedure for responding to requests for records. To the extent that you require 
further budgeting and staffing records, you can reach the Library at Chief, Office Systems

through 5 (FOIA requester categories, fee waiver, and fee collection information), which are 
found in two types of Office records. First, the Office maintains records disclosing the number 
of FOIA requester categories, fee waivers, and fee collection in its annual reports, which are 
publicly available at https://www.copvright.gov/foia/ . Second, the Office’s FOIA logs includes 
information relating to categories, fee waivers, and fee collection information tracked 
individually by FOIA docket number. These records also contain information about the number 
of hours and staffing levels required to administer FOIA. I am attaching the entirety of the 
Office’s FY2017 and FY2018 FOIA logs to this response.
